Nigbt Conference. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 1 2 . — I t became appstr- 
ent about t he middle of y^tfetdily afttel- 
noon that Bomethiilg akin to a bomb 
hod exploded in the camp of the prose- 
cution in the Cronin case. Whether the 
news was in the shape of a confession, 
or whether a new mine of evidence had 
suddenly been discovered it was impos- 
sible to determine until several hours 
of watching. 
Nei-er before since the 
day that the Carlson cottage was dis- 
covered had the detectives and lawyers 
maintained such an air of secrecy» 


During the afternoon and Until enily 
this morning the attorneys for the state 
and police officials were either in con- 
ference or rushing about on mysterious 
business.. 
At 2:30 o'clock this morning 
two men were taken out of State's At- 
torney Longenecker's office, tbioiigh 
the door leading into the alley between 
Dearborn avenue and Clark street. Both 
were handcufifed and two policemen 
guarded them. 
The men were taken to 
the Chicago avenue station and Iockc(^. 
up. 
O ne of ihtm is Fnid lo sticngly re 
ecmble "Cconey <he Fox." 


A rumor is current that last evening 
nine arreste, including one womaa, were 
made. At 2:30 a. m. the liglits in the 
state's attorney's office weie still burn- 
ing brightly and there were no signs of 
the conference breaking up. All the 
people brought in by the officers wore 
still held. As during the previous hours, 
the parties to the conference remained 
silent as to the doings and positively 
refused to reveal the identity of thu 
nine people taken into custody. 


One reason giving for the strict se- 
er esy, was that the matter under dis- 
cussion 
seriously affected the past 
efficiency of the states attorney's office, 
and that every effort was being made to 
regain lost ground before the matter 
became public property. 
Chief Hub- 
bard once acknowledged during the 
evening that the whole matter would bo 
made public jjroperty some time to day. 


The conference between the attorneys 
for the prosecution and the police 
officials lasted until 3 o'clock, or later, 
this morning, and at its conclusion the 
participants in the secret consultation 
went home to sleep without imparting 
word as to what had been accom- 
plished or what was the cause of all the 
flury and excitement. 


The noon edition of the Mftil says that 
a plot to pack the jury in the Cronin 
case has been discovert^ and several 
men are under arrest. 
They will be 
brought before Judge McConnell this 
afternoon. 


Rumor around the criminal 
court 
building this morning had it that among 
the accused are two deputy sheriffs. 
Neither of the accused men alluded to 
are Clan-na-Gael men, nor even Iiish- 
men. 
Neither have they summoned 
any venires in the Cronin case and their 
possible connection with any attempted 
jury packing remains a mystery until, it 
will be explained by the state's attorney, 
Jikfv ^onsequei|c6'' oi'' tli'd'' ftfdyoveiidgf^ 
Piade.by..tiie,autliorities, it is more than 
probable that a special grand jury will 
be asked for by the states attorney this 
afternoon. 


Other employes around the criminal 
court office were under the suspicion of 
the states attorney yesterday, and it is 
not known yet whether these were dis- 
puted or confirmed by the discoveries of 
last night. 


The two suspected bailiffs and three 
men, one of whom was to have been 
gotten on the jury for the purpose of 
hanging it, were kept at a south side 
station last night by detectives and will 
be in court at 1 o'clock. 


Judge Longenecker 
this 
morning 
states that there is no truth in the re- 
port that the records in the Cronin case 
have been stolen. 


•The gist of the whole thing," said 
Chief Hubbard this morning, speaking 
of the mysterious all-night conference 
of the prosecution in tho Cronin case, 
'was an attempt to corrupt the jury, 
'hat is all there is to it. No new sus- 
pects have been discovered and no new 
arrests have been made for the murder, 
but we have discovered a plot to pack 
the jury, and have all the whole crowd 
dead to rights." 


Chief Hubbard would not say whether 
the discovery effected any of the men 
already sworn in or what was the nature 
of the plot. 


The prosx)ect of sensational develope- 
ments drew a - big crowd to the court, 
room at 1 o'clock. The prisoners when 
t)roaght in were evidently more anxious 
and nervous than usual and figeted un- 
easily in their seats. 


Upon ascending the bench, however, 
Judge McConnell announced that mat- 
ters connected with the state's atorney's 
office demanded the urgent attention of 
that official and that in consequence, 
the court wonld stand adjourned until 
Monday moming. • He added that the 
»robiatnlities were that special matters 
n relation to the ca«e might occupy the 
4xmrt'» attention at tbe'vorning session 
and that oooseqaently he wonld set the

A HORRIBLE MASSACRE ! 


Two Coinpanlea of Iflexlcan Moldleri 
canihc In Swinimiuff and 
Slaiiglitercd by Cite 
Indlanffé 


EIÌPASO, Texas, Oct. 13.-^At Sonora, 
Mexico, two companies of Mexican sol- 
diers were caught in swimming by 
Yankina Indians and all of them were 
slaughtered. 


The number of men killed is not 
known, but so far not one of the two 
companies has returned to tell the tale. 
The dead bodies of the soldiers were 
found terribly mutilated and stripped of 
all clothing and valuables. 
The Mexi- 
can government has sent 4,000 men 
against the Indians, who are tjelieved to 
be rapidly retreating toward Arizona.

To him the Salon 
Carre is a kind of holy of bolies, to be en- 
tered with reverence.

skilled workers from that institution, am- 
bitious loreigners. bemedaled and bewil- 
dered. all huddle together in that monas- 
tery, and. gazing upon the work of their 
predecessors who have tolled their six.

edge themselves but beginners, and set 
themselves once more to learning the A, B, 
C of art. 


Governmental generosity does not stop 
here, even. There remains one more step. 
Net content with equipping the greatest 
art school in the world, with making the 
position of professor there such an honor 
that world-famous masters compete like 
school boys for the distinction, and throw- 
ing all this open gratuitously to the youth 
of their own and foreign lands, they estab- 
lished, many years ago, the 
"Prix de

Very often, yes, 
and honestly so; because many of them' 
believe license the chief end of existence, 
and its expression the culminating flower 
of art, "c'est la nature." they say. "It is 
nature." and therefore right. 


Can they put sou] into their work ? Alas, 
they have no souls themselves. Conceived 
in iniquity, raised in corruption—to will- 
fully paraphrase the Scriptures—knowing 
nothing of the sweetness of true home life, 
their only God the wooden or bronze bon 
Dieu of a besotted priesthood, which they 
soon recognize as an ingenious contriv- 
ance for extorting their money and con- 
trolling their women—poor fellows, truly 
"they know not what they do." If barbar- 
ous lands can be more benighted I must 
despairingly widen yet again my belief in 
the .possibilities ot human degradation.

Girls. 


E T your light so 
shirits," is not the 
text that heeds ftill- 
est amplification in 
^a time when private 
affairs 
enjoy 
easy 
Ipubbcity, writes Ma- 
ry Gay Humphreys 
in one of her New York letters to the 
Chicago Inter Ocean. 
The exercise of 
charity which may be regarded now 
almost as a fashionable diversion is a 
matter ol report, like other fashionable 
diversions- 
But it would be vt>ry un- 
true to intimate that it is only & fash- 
ionable diversion. 
The sense of re- 
sponsibility toward the less forttinate 
has never more deeply and 
widely 
penetrated a generation. 


There is scarcely a woman of fashion 
in this city who is not enrolled and in 
active service. 
In fact, it is not so 
much charity as charitable methods 
that are a matter of concern, zeal hav- 
ing a tendency to overrun discretion, 
and its coming rival opportunity is al- 
ready in the field. 


But there are women of individuality 
who carry into their well-doing a certain 
uniqueness which is as piquant and 
interesting as it is suggestive and 
profitable. 
Generally this has come 
about by doing the thing that fell un- 
der their eyes, and that needed to be 
done.

He was twisting 
fingers with some 
nervousness as he walked along, and I 
have learned since that this is his in- 
variable habit. 
It is the only outward 
sign of what is said to be an exceed- 
ingly nervous temperament—a 
tem- 
perament kept in control by an iron 
will. 


The political side- of the Marquis* 
character is well enough known. 
So- 
cially, he is an amiable host, and en- 
tertains lavishly, both at Hatfield and 
in London. 
He is. above all, a serious 
man, and his quiet, reserved, and al- 
most sullen demeanor impresses one 
as being more or loss affected at 
times. 


At a cabinet meeting he is invaria- 
bly first to arrive and the first to de- 
part. 
He listens to his advisers with 
studied quiet and entire courtesy, and 
then makes a little speech, puts the 
responsibility where it belongs, dele- 
gates w^hat action is to be pursued, 
closes his brand-new blotter, pushes 
his fresh stick of sealing-wax and 
newly sharpened pencils aside, and 
rises and departs. 


The premier rises at eight o'clock, 
and invariably takes a walk before 
breakfast. 
W^hen at his magnificent 
country estate he goes out in his park, 
and very often reels off three or four 
miles before taking his coffee. 
Like 
many other prominent political lights, 
from Bismarck and Gladstone down, 
the Marquis is a very light eater. 
He 
breakfasts at nine, and at least 300 
days in the year the meal consists only 
of a rasher of bacon and a poached egg. 
At luncheon and dinner he is apt to . 
take a glass of light red wine, but as' 
often as not he goes entirely without 
drink of any sort. 


He has one hobby, and that is an in- 
tense aversion to smoking. 
Even his 
own sons never approach him when 
puffing a cigarette or a cigar. 
Unlike 
most public men, the Marquis is in- 
visible even to his Secretaries or stenog- 
raphers in the morning. 
From break- 
fast until 1 or 2 o'clock he is absolutely 
alone, and it is at these hours that he 
indulges in whatever meditation char- 
acterizes his life. 
He has three per- 
sonal secretaries, and their work is so 
thoroughly graded that only a very 
small proportion of the communica- 
tions addressed to the Prime Minister 
are actually^ laid before him for con- 
sideration. 
Lady Salisbury 
attends 
to all the social details of his life, and 
all the work that he does in the way of 
seeing people and attending to the 
actual business of his office is trans- 
acted in the course of two or three 
hours in the afternoon. 


In the club, as well as in Downing 
street and at home, the Marquis in- 
variably addresses the servants with 
the utmost courtesv. 
It is always: 


"Please hand me thi^ 
" "IH thank 


you for that." It may strike an Ameri- 
can that such a characteristic like this 
is not worth noting. 
He may, indeed, 
think it is a matter of course among 
Englishmen of title, but it is not, by 
a very large majority. 


The aversion of the Marquis to be 
gazed at or noticed in the streets is so 
extreme that he very often emulates 
the Prince of Wales and takes a pub- 
lic hansom instead of the showy pri- 
vate carriage in which he is expected 
to drive. 


It is said that that which his con- 
freres dread most is the moment when 
the Prime 
Minister 
makes 
up hi? 
mind; for, having once reached a con- 
viction on any one subject, it is al- 
most impossible to move him, no mat- 
ter how plausible the arguments oi 
how much evidence they may be able 
to lay before him.

of the t-tock Yards Company, who num- 
ber more than 1.000. For this the only 
charge is a "yardase fee" of eiffht cents 
eaeh for hoes and sheep, and twenty-five 
cents for cattle. This fee is paid but once, 
no matter bow long the stock may remain 
on the market. As a lurther compensation, 
howeve •, the company charges an exces- 
sive price for feed—$30 per ton for hay and 
Si per bushel for corn. This fee seems a 
small one when it is remembered that it 
secures every advantage and convenience 
oi what is bv far the greatest market of its 
kind 
in 
the 
world. 
Indeed, 
nothing 
but the universal prevalence 
of 
sys- 
tem 
could 
render 
it 
profltable 
to 
the companv. A record of every transac- 
tion is accurately kept, and all the method 
and care ot a bank is employed, so that 
everything is done with the greatest dis- 
patch and the least possible labor and ex- 
pense. 


T he oflJces of th^ company are in a large 
buildine. wherein are also located nearly 
all of the various commission firms doing 
business at the Yards. These last number 
over 100, and have connected with them 
more than 500 different men. The selling 
and buying is done through the commis- 
sion men. When the market is brisk the 
buyers see^ the sellers, and the reverse 
when sales are slow. 


There are two daily stock papers pub- 
lished at the Yards—the lie.view and Dro- 
ve7-s' Journal, and the latter has just erect- 


acres of chill-room and cold storage area, 
with a storage capacity of 150,000 tons of 
dressed meat.

aearly 2,000 of them, to say nothing of the 
cured meats transported in ordinary cars. 


None of the railway systems have direct 
eonnection with the 
Yards, which are 
reached by a circuit, or belt system of rail- 
road. owned and operated by the company, 
and intersecting them all. The franchises 
and rights of way were acquired long ago. 
when the city was small in comparison to 
its present extent, and property compara- 
tively valueless. 
To secure them now 
would be well-nigh impossible and would 
require an outlay of many millions of dol- 
lars. Originally this belt line, or transit 
system, was outside the i^ity, but recent 
annexations of territory have brought the 
greater part of it within the corporate 
Umits. 


In the early history of Chicago the live- 
stock business was transacted at numerous 
small yarde upon her outskirts. 
The pres- 
ent yards were built in 1865 and opened for 
business on Christmas day of that year. 
They are situated about five miles from the 
business center in the town of Lake, which, 
in July last, was formally annexed to the 
city. 
They are easy of access, being 
reached by steam railways and several lines 
of street cars. The yards mainly cover the 
ground from Thirty-ninth street south to 
'Forty-fifth street, and from Halsted st eet 
west to Center avenue. They comprise 320 
acres. They can accommodate at one time 
25,000 cattle, 160,000 hogs. 12.000 sheep and 
2.000 horses. The pens for thè sheep and 
numerous stalls for the horses are under 
cover, the others being open. Vast as the 
yards are they have sometimes been over- 
crowded, as on Nov, 19. 1888, when 20,068 
/eattle were received. 


Texas and the Territories furnish a large 
9hare of the cattle, except during the win- 
ter months, when the receipts are mainly 
"native;** that is, cattle grown or fattened in 
ilUnois, Iowa, and other of the surrounding 
States. In ebedience to the law, a separate 
yard ts provided for Texas cattle during the 
summcr months. and they are not allowed ' 
to come in contact with other stock. This 


to prevent the possible spread of diseases 
whicfl prevail among the cattle of the far 
Southwest. 


Cattle shipped to the yards are accompa- 
nied by some one to look after them, but 
sheep and bogs are sometimes unattended, 
«ad 
iod ftnd watered at certain places

ed a new and very handsome building. 
The b^nks transact the financial business. 
Of these the National Live Stock Bank is 
as perfect in its anpointments and elegant 
in its fittings as the best of city banking 
houses. 


There is a fine hotel, the Transit House, 
on the grounds. This, together with the 
restaurant in the main 
building —every- 
thing, in fact, except the barber shops and 
fruit stands, 
which are farmed out—is 
operated by the company, and. as in the 
case of feed for the stock, a good round 
price is charged for everything. 


The Stock Yards have recently become 
quite a market for horses. 
Several firms 
operate 
large 
sale-stables 
there, 
and 
have auction sales twice a week. 
This 
branch of the business is rapidly increasing. 


The Stock Yards proper are 
entered 
through a rather pretentious stone gate- 
way. It is said to have cost $14,000, but 
hardly seems to justify so large an ex- 
penditure. 


It was not for some years after the yards 
were opened for business that any consid- 
erable amount of slaughtering was done 
there. Now, however, this and kindred 
industries have grown to proportions far 
exceeding the expectations of the most 
sanguine. 
Indeed, after the visitor has 
glanced over the vast area of pens, which, 
with their connecting 
avenues, present 
rather a monotonous appearance, the next 
matters of decided interest are the great 
packing houses. 


Of these there are several located to the 
westward of the yards, .across the tracks 
of the transit line. The stock-yards are 
estimated to give employment to 20,000 
men, of whom by far the greater portion 
are engaged in the slaughter and packing 
houses. The winter season is the t me tor 
packing pork, and then about 20 per cent, 
more men are worked than during the 
summer. Yery fair wages are paid; labor- 
ers receivfl S1.75 per day, while skilled 
workmen, butchers and others, are paid $4 
and .¥5. 
These wages are well earned, 
the 
men 
working 
rapidly 
and 
with 
an 
accuracy 
which 
makes 
their labor peculiarly efl'ective. 
During 
the great strike at the packing houses a 
few years ago outside men, highly recom- 
mended as skilled 
butchers, were em- 


The packing firms buy the stock they 
slaughter in the yards in the same way as 
others, and employ for that purpose a large 
number of men. who must be excellent 
judges of the kind of animals they are pu,r- 
chasing. 
These buyers command large 
salaries. 
Cattle, sheep, and hogs are each 
purchased by a diiferent set of men. 


At the packing houses there are extensive 
pens for stock, froni which they are removed 
as required to the interior of the buildings. 
At Armour's the cattle pens, whieh are ele- 
vated somewhat Jibove the ground, are 
filled from time to time in the foUowing 
rather novel manner: A large, fine-looking 
steer, who has been specially trained for the 
service, leaves a little shed, where he stands 
during the day, and approaches the large 
inclosure into which cattle have been driv- 
en trom the yards to the eastward. 
At the 
proper moment the gate is thrown open 
and a number of the cattle permitted to 
pass out into the open space. All created 
things seem to have a sort 
of confi- 
dence 
in those or" their own species, 
and when tlie animal which the guile 
of desiflrning man has transformed in- 
to a "confidence 
steer," 
or 
"steerer." 
walks away toward the incline leading to 
what is to them the gate of death, his con- 
fidins and unsuspe cting companions un- 
hesitatingly follow him.- At the critical 
moment he turns aside and retraces his 
steps to his shed, while the others pass on 
to their doom. Much the same system is 
used in the case of sheep, a fine specimen 
called "Pec" beina used as the decoy. It is 
difficult to stand prosperity or properly ap- 
preciate one's advantages. 
Occasionally 
the confidence steer becomes indolent tind 
neglects his business. When he no longer 
performs his work in a satisfactory manner, 
he shares the same fate allotted to neg- 
lectful human employes—^his "head is cut 
oflf." and that in a literal sense. One day 
he is forced through the eate from which 
he has so often turned away, and shares 
the fate to which he has led so many thou- 
sands of his kind, while his successor in 
office proceeds to take possession of the 
shed. 


After the cattle reach the elevated pens 
they are, in warm weather, thoroughly 
drenched with water from a large hose. 
This is done to cool them off and enable 
the inspector to select such as are over- 
heated. and which are not fit to be slaugh- 
tered while in that condition. 


This done they are driven into a long, 
narrow passage-way, opening into which 
are twenty-four stalls. These are alternated 
with platforms, upon which the executioner 
stands while two assistants force the ani- 
mals into the stalls, using long poles for 
that purpose. 


The man whose rather unpleasant duty It 
is to dispatch the beeves uses a heavy 
sledge, with which he strikes them a smart 
blow in the forehead, crushing the skull. 
The stunned animal is then grappled with a 
chain, raised by means of a pulley, and 
swung forward upon the fioor, where his 
throat is cut. 


Having been partly skinned upon the floor 
the carcass is raised on a gambrel and the 
work completed. The visceraj are placed 
in hand-cars and dr.'iwn away to another 
room, where the tallow is removed, and 
such portions as are valuable tor food or 
casings are separated and prepared for the 
next process. 


After being thoroughly dressed the car- 
casses are cut in half and passed along on 
the overhead rollers. They are thoroughly 
washed and then propelled onward to the 
huge cooling-room, where they are hung in 
long avenues until the animal heat is en- 
tirely removed. 


From the cooling room the sides of beef 
are distributed, some to the city markets, 
some to be cut up for canning and driea 
beef, while a large portion are shipped fti 
refrigerator cars. This last process is an 
interesting one, and is done in a remarka- 
bly short time. From the cooling rooms 
the sides are pushed out into a long room 
adjacent to the tracks where the cars are 
standing. 
Before a small wooden office 
they are stopped upon a small detached 
portion of the metal track which carries the 
rollers. This connects with a scale, and in

of success. Every man and boy has a pae- 
tlcular duty to perform, which blends har- 
monióìiàly with that'of others, and acoom- 
plisbes. in the aggregate, great results. 


Cleanliness is the watchword, and every- 
thing is dona as neatly an the nature of the 
business permits. 
In this 
respect the

a few seconds the weight has been taken 
and a mimbered tab placed upon the side. 
With marvelous dexterity a man then outs 
the side into quarters, leaving only a small 
portion to hold them together until they 
reach the outer platform, where the work 
is completed, and they are carried into the 
refrigerator cars and hung uo for shipment. 


In the same establishments an inferior 
class of cattle, largely from Texas, are 
killed for canning purposes. These are 
sometimes shot with a rifle instead of be- 
ing knocked down with a sledge. 


Hogs are dispatched much more rapidly 
and with less ceremony than cattle. Two. 
men' stand in a crowded pen and attach 
ropes to the hind lege of. the porkers, apt- 
other palls » cord and tlie squMling ani- 
mal is drawn upward and oacn9,d forward 
b r * small ti-areliiur vheel abore.

knife, which severs the jugular vein and 
produces soeedy death. As many as ten 
are thus dispatched in the space of a 
minute. • 
' 


As soon. as life has departed the car- 
casses are lowered into a tank of boiling 
water. By the time they have been pushed 
through to the further end they are suf- 
ficiently scalded, and are removed 
and 
placed upon an endless chain, which car- 
ries them forward through an Ingenious 
machine consisting of a number of re- 
volving.metal wheels. These are set at dif- 
ferent angles, above, below, and at the 
sides, and by rubbing thin plates of steel 
against.the carcasses remove the greater 
portion of the bristles. 


Emerging from this machine, the hog 
passes through the hands of four men, who 
in a dexterous -manner remove the remsiin- 
ing bristles. The head is then almost sev- 
ered and the carcass hoisted upon a gam- 
brel and moved along by overhead pulleys. 
The act of disemboweling occupies but a 
few seconds; the head is removed, the car- 
cass thorouehly washed and sent forward 
to the cooling-room, where jt is allowed to 
remain for twenty-four hours before it is 
cut up. 


The men who do this use enormous cleav- 
ers and exhibit a strength and dexterity 
which is marvelous. Three blows suffice to 
sever the ham, the shoulder and to cut the 
side in two. The hams and shoulders are 
then trimmed, w^hile the sides go to an- 
other table,where the ribs and lean portions 
are removed and the remainder cut up for 
salt pork or bacon. 


Forty-five hundred hogs are thus slaugh- 
tered in a day, which number can be dou- 
bled when desired by using a duplicate set 
of machinery and appliances. 


From 1,700 to 2,000 sheep are daily killed 
at Armour's. The tnroats of the animals 
are cut and they are allowed to bleed to 
death. 'One man removes a skin unas- 
sisted and in a very short space of time. 


Comparatively little ice is used at the 
packing houses, the temperature being re- 
duced by meaus of machinery made for that 
purpose and operated by powerful eniiines. 


Whatever may be said about "grinding 
monopolies," the stock yards and packing- 
houses have done great things for Chicago, 
and the whole country for that matter. The 
tarmer may not get an adequate price for 
his stock, and the packers maybe responsi- 
ble for it, as the Senatorial Committ^'e is 
trying to establish; 
but the 
consumer, 
whose name Is legion, certainly gets better 
meats and at a lower price than would be 
possible if they did not exist.

Napoleon's JBrig* 


On the steamer Eureka, which ar- 
rived from the southern coast 
the 
other morning, -were two passengers 
from Monterey, named George Baker 
and John Eoach. 
Both are divers, and 
the story of their latest exploit in Mon- 
terey is, if true, strange indeed. 
The 
men left here about four weeks ago in 
the schooner Rose Sparks to work on 
the wreck of the Ventura, which went 
ashore some months ago near Point 
Sur, a distance of about twenty-six 
miles below Monterey. 
They put into 
Monterey to get a supply of jDOwder, 
and Avhile anchored in the bay the dis- 
covery was accidentally made that they 
•were just over the wreck of some ves- 
sel. 
Baker and Eoach douned their 
diving suits, and were at first little 
gratiiled at their discovery, there being 
little left of the vessel to explore. 


They kept digging away at the re- 
mains, however, and soon had the sat- 
isfaction of seeing considerable copper 
and iron jailed ujì on the deck of the 
Kose Sparks. 
"When the news of find- 
ing the wreck spread to the town of 
Monterey boats of nearly every de- 
scription put off to the schooner, and 
the men were surrounded by French- 
men of all ages and sizes, who had 
lived in Monterey for years, and many 
of whom remembered the vessel well. 
She was a brigantine, they said, and 
went into port on fire in 1834. 
All 
hands abandoned her, the Frenchmen 
said, and were fortunate enough to es- 
cape. 
What made the wreck precious 
in the eyes of the natives of France, 
they said, was the fact that, although 
Avhen lost she was sailing under the 
Mexican flag, she was in reality thè 
vessel whicli bore Napoleon from his 
exile on the Isle of Elba to France. 


The vessel on which the Emperor 
and his friends sailed from Elba was a 
brig, and was called the Inconstant. 
Be this as it may, nothing can shake 
the faith of the old residents of Mon- 
terey from the belief that the Natalia 
is the original vessel. 
Those whoAvere 
rich enough to purchase small bits of 
copper and iron from Baker did so, and 
others begged so hard that they were 
given small specimens which they car- 
ried away in delight, and will no doubt 
treasure as relics of the once-loved and 
great Emperor. 
They account for the 
change of name by the fact that the 
versel was sold to the Mexican Govern; 
ment. 
The Eose Sparks will be due 
here in about two weeeks with a cargo 
of copper and iron taken from the 
wreck.—San Francisco 
Chronicle.

The electric bella 
which communicate from the pulpit to 
the sexton telling him how to regulate 
the heat, the veutilation; etc.. strike a 
foreign clergyman with surprise; this 
system must be a great convenience to 
the preacher, it is characteristically 
American. 


Your Sunday-schools are much finer 
than ours. 
I do not think that they 
are any larger, but your Sunday-school 
roo.ras are bright, cheerful places, with 
carpets on the floors, pictures on the 
walis, and well furnished and convenr 
ient seats.

With no permanent fund, the Fort 
Wayne Relief union has depended on 
the generosity of comparatively few of 
the citizens of Fort Wayne. 
Believing 
many would gladly contribute, to this 
work if their attention was called to it, 
the directors of the relief union desire to 
give a brief outline of the histoiy and 
plan of work of the society. 


In the winter of 1878 a few of the 
benevolent ladies of the city, feeling 
the necessity of some organized char- 
itable associatioij, founded the "Ladies 
Aid Society." Mrs. J. L. Williams was 
chosen president, Mrs. J. E. Graham 
secretary, and Mrs. A. R. Henderson 
treasurer. 
The society continued its 
work under the same name until the 
spring of 1882, when a more permanent 
organization seemed necessary. An act 
of incorporation was secured under the 
title of "The Fort Wayne Relief union," 
with a constitution broad enough to 
cover all the works of charity that nat- 
urally come to such an organization. 


The work of investigating and decid- 
ing upon the help which should be 
given or withheld, was for many years 
voluntarily assumed by the directors. 
With the growth of the work, the task 
became too'great, and it seemed almost 
a necessity to have a room which could 
be opened a part of each day and a paid 
assistant to attend to applicants. 


In the late winter of 1886, pledges 
were received for a sum sufficient to be- 
gin work in a systematic manner. A 
room was rented and a very Competent 
superintendent was secured in the par- 
son of Miss Eckels. 
Caids were printed 
and distributed to the contributors, who 
when solicited for aid were requested to 
send the applicant, with a card signed 
by the sender, to the office of thè Re- 
lief union where the case would be 
properly investigated by the superin- 
tendent, and such help given as seemed 
needed. This plan has worked admir- 
ably, and all who have made use of the 
cards will testify to the annoyance 
saved, and the great decrease in the 
number of street beggars. If more of 
them were used, many who depend on 
begging from door to door, would be 
forced to attempt an honest living. 


In 1887, the society purchased at a 
nominal sum, the property known as the 
home of the friendless, where, free from 
taxation, it has its permanent head- 
quarters. 
Defeated in their plans, but 
not discouraged; often cramped from 
lack of means, the ladies have kept on 
in their work, realizing more and more 
the benefit of organized charity as a re- 
lief of the truly worthy and a check 
upon street begging, and feeling deeply 
the necessity of having some place 
where young girls can be taught a few 
simple kinds of work necessary to make 
them good and useful women. 
Unless 
something be added to the funds of the 
society, thp work must be severely crip- 
pled. Other towns, smaller and less 
astive as business centers, support simi- 
lar institutions. 


Will our city of Fort Wayne let this 
die from lack of dollars? Judging from 
the past, if the needs are known, the 
wants will be supplied. 
The ladies ask

rather than to aid them to raise the 
money by means of an entertainment or 
fair, believing it will be a satisfaction to 
know that every penny donated will be 
used for charitable purposes, and none 
of it swallowed up in expenses.

The Indianapolis railroad employes 
who composed the somewhat, famous 
Harrison amd Morton railroad club of 
the last campaign, are grumbling. The 
leaders in the organization of 'the olab 
were promised -recognition, but they 
now complain that since the election 
they have been given the cold shoulder 
by all the Indiana men connected with 
the administration. 


They say they hoped for promotion 
for a real railroader, not some one who 
was once in the business. The men who 
composed the club were not office-seek- 
ers, but several of the men have asked 
for positions and have been indorsed by 
the entire club. 
"When Mr. Wallace 
was made postmaster the club thought 
it ought to have a place or two. Several 
applications for positions were made, 
but none of them were given much at- 
tention. 


One of the disappointed club mem- 
bers says: "I believe the organization 
of the Republican Railroad club in this 
city made it possible for Harrison to 
carry Indiana. There is no disguising 
the fact that at the beginning of the 
campaign the railroad men in Indiana 
were prejudiced against Mr. Harrison. 
The removal of that prejudice began 
with the organization of our club. 
We 
were promised everything for our ser- 
vices, but it looks to me as if everything 
that has been offered us has been some- 
thing that the administration knew we 
would have to reject."

JEach Other, H e Says- 
a Bleeslns or a Corse? 


FUngins: Mod at 
Shall the Fair B e 


The Rev. T. p e Witt Talmage, D. D., 
prenchecl in the Tabernacle on the sub- 
ject, The Coming World's Fair, Shall It 
Be Made a Blessing or a Curse?" 
His 
text was Ezekiel xxvii, 12: "They traded 
in thy fairs." He said: 


Fairs may be for the sale of goods or 
for the exhibition of goods on a small 
Bcale or a large scale, for county or city, 
for one nation or for all nations. 
My 
text brings us to the fairs of ancient 
Tyre, a city that is now extinct. 
Part of 
t i e city was on an island, and part on 
the mainland. Alexander,the conquerer, 
was much embarrassed when he found 
6o much of the city was on an island,for 
he had no ships. 
But his military ge- 
nius was not to be balked. 
Having 
marched his army to the beach, he or- 
dered them to tear up the city on the 
mainland and throw it into the water 
and build a causeway of timber {and 
fcrick and stone, on w^hich his army 
marched to the ¡capture of that part of 
the city which was on the 
island, as 
though a hostile army 
should 
put 
Brooklvn into the East Eiver, and over 
it march to the capture of New York. 
That Tyrian causeway of ruins which 
Alexander s army built is still there, and 
by alluvial deposits has permanently 
united the island to the mainland, so 
that it is no longer an island but a 
promontory. 
The sand, the greatest of 
all undertakers for burying cities, hav- 
ing covered up for the most part Baal- 
bec and Palmyra aud Thebes and Mem- 
£ 
hi8 and Carthage and Babylon and 


uxor and Jericho, the sand, so small 
end yet so mighty, is now gradually giv- 
ing rites of sepulture to what was left 
of Tyre. 
But, oh, what a magnificent 
city it once .was! Mistress of the sea! 
Queen of international commerce! 
All 
3aations casting their crowns at her feet. 
"Where we have in our sailing vessels 
benches of wood, she had benches of 
ivory. Where we have for our masts of 
ehips sails of coarse canvas, she had 
eails of richest embroidery. 


The chapter from which my text is 
taken after enumerating 
the richest 
countries in all the world says ot Tyre: 
"They traded in thy fairs." 
Look in 
upon' a world's' fair at Tyre. 
Ezekiel 
leads us through one department and it 
is a horse fair. Under fed and over 
driven for ages, the horses of to-day 
give you no idea of the splendid ani- 
mals"which, rearing and plunging nnd 
snorting and neighing, were brought 
down over the plank of the ships and 
led into the world's fair at Tyre until 
Ezekiel, who was a minister of religion 
and not supposed to Know much about 
Lorses, cried out in admiration: 
"They 
oi the house of Togarmah traded in thy 
fairs with horses." Here in another de- 
partment of that world's fair at Tvre, 
led on by Ezekiel the prophet, we find 
eyerything all ablaze with 
precious 
etones. Like petrified snow are the cor- 
als; like fragments of fallen sky are the 
eopphires; and here is agate" a-blush 
with all colors. What is that aroma we 
inhale? It is from chests of cedar which 
we open, and find them filled with all 
styles of fabric. But the aromatics in- 
crease as we pass down this lane of en- 
chantment, and here are cassia and 
frankincense and balm. 
Led on by 
Ezekiel the prophet, we come to an agri- 
cultural fair with a display of wheat 
from Minnith and Pannag, rich as that 
of our 'modern Dakota or Michigan. 
And here is a mineralogical fair, with 
fipecimens of iron aud silver and tin and 
lead and gold. But halt, for here is 
purple, Tyrian purple, all tints and 
Rhades, deep almost unto the black and 
bright almost unto the blue; waiting for 
kings and queens to order it made into 
robes for cornation day; purple not like 
that which is now made from the Or- 
chilla weed, but the extinct purple, the 
lost purple, which the ancients knew 
How to make out of the gasteropod 
mollusks of the Mediterranean. 
Oh, 
look at those casks of wine from Hel- 
bon! See those snow banks of wool 
from the back of sheep- that once pas- 
tured in Gilead. 
Oh, the bewildering 
riches and variety of that world's fair at 
Tyre! 


But the world has copied these Bible 
mentioned fairs iu all succeeeding ages, 
and it has had its Louis the Sixth fair at 
3Dagobert, and Henry the First fair on 
St. Bartholomew's day, and Hungarian 
fairs at Pesth, and Easter fairs at Leip- 
610, and the Scotcih fairs at 
Perth, 
(br ight was the day when I was at one of 
tÜem), and afterv/ard came the .London 
world's fair, and the New York w^orld's 
fair, and the Vienna world's fair, and 
the Parisian world's fair, and it has been 
decided that, |in commemoration of the' 
discovery of America in 1-Í'J¿. there shall 
be held in this country in 1892 a world's 
fair that, shall eclipse all preceeding 
national expositions. 
I say, God speed 
the movement! Surely the event com- 
memorated is worthy of all the architec- 
ture and music and pyrotechnics and 
eloquent and stupendous • planning and 
monetary expenditure and congressional 
appropriations which the most sanguine 
Christian patriot has ever dreamed of. 
Was any voyage that the world ever 
heard of crowned with such an arrival 
as that of Columbus and hie men? After 
they had been encouraged for the last 
few days by flight of land birds and 
floating 
branches of red berries, and 
while Columbus was down in the cabin 
Btudying the sea chart, Martin Pinzón, 
Btandíng on deck and looking to the 
Bouthwest. cried: "Land! Land! Land!" 
And "Gloria in Exeelsis" was Bung in 
raining tears on all the three ships of 
the expedition. Most appropriate and 
patriotic and Christian will be a com- 
memorative world's f.tir iu America in 
1892. Leaving to others the discussion 
aa to the site of such exposition—and! 
wonder not that somu five or six of our 
cities are struggling to have it, for it 
will give to any city to which it is as- 
signed an impulse of prosperity fox a 
Bundred years—1 nay, leaving to others 
the selection of the i)articulár locality 
to be thus honored, I want to say sóme 
things from the point of 
Christian 
patriotism which ought to be said, and 
the earlier the better, that we get thou- 
eands of people talking in the right 
direction, and that will make healthful 
• public opinion. 
I beg you to consider 
prayerfully what I feel called upon God 
as anAmericen citiz^en and as-a preacher 
of righteousness to utter. 


My first suggestion is that it is not 
wise, as certainly it is not Christian, to 
continue this wide aud persistent at- 
tempt of American cities to belittle and 
depreciate other cities. It has been 
going on for years, but now the spirit 
- seems to culminate in this discussion fts 
to where the World's fair' ehali be held, 
ft style of discussion which has tendency 
¿0 injure the success of the fair as a 
. g;reat moral and patriotic enterprise, 
.alter the locality has been decided upon. 
. Sihere is such a thing as healthful 
t rivalry between cities, but you will bear 
lae out iu tayihg thai there caii be no 
g;ood to come from the uncanny things 
«(aid about each other by New York and 
Chicago, bjr Chicago and St. Loui^« by 
Bt. Paul and Minneapolis, by Tacoma 
and Seattle, and all through the States 
fcyalmost erei^ two proximate cities. 
-Ancitáet» like indiridnals» bare their 
Virtaet sad their vices. All our Ameri- 
juui c^iee ehould be our exultation. 
What GhQxoheer What public libralies I 
. jRlMteeylaiifa of tnercyf What aeade- 
• tmUlÉ ot WÚ9ÍOI What migbtj men in 
lasr aaájiejlfeiae and art and ,«cholar-

generations' of women since Eve! 'What 
philanthropists who do not feel satisfied 
with their own charities until they get 
into the hundreds of thousands and the 
millions! 
What "God's acres" for the 
dead, gardens of beauty and palaces of 
marble for those who sleep the last 
sleep! Kow stop your slander of Amer- 
ican cities. Do you say they are the 
centers of crime and political corrup- 
tion? Please admit the fact that they 
are centers of intelligence and generos- 
ity and the mightiest patrons of archi- 
tecture and sculpture and painting and 
music and reservoirs of religious in- 
fluence for all the continent. 
It will be 
well for the country districts to cease 
talking against the cities, and it will be 
well for the city of one locality to stop 
talking against the cities of other lo- 
calities. New York will not get the 
World's fair by depreciating Chicago, 
and Chicago will not get the World's 
fair by bombarding New York. 


Another suggestion concerning the 
coming exposition; let not the mate- 
rialistic and ZDometary idea overpower 
the moral and religious. During that 
exposition, the first time in all their 
lives, there will be thousands of people 
from other lands who will see a coun- 
try without a state religion. 
Let us by 
an increased harmony among all de- 
nominations of religion, impress other 
nationalities, as they come here that 
year, with the superior advantage of 
having all denominations equal in the 
sight of government. 
All the rulers and 
chief men of Europe belong to the state 
religion, whatever it may be. 
Although 
our last two presidents have been Pres- 
byterians, the previous one was 
an 
Episcopalian; and the two previous, 
Methodists; and going further back in 
that line of presidents, we find Martin 
Van Buren a Dutch Keformed; and John 
Quincy Adams a Unitarian; and a man's 
religion in this country is neither hind- 
rance nor advantage in the matter of 
political elevation. 
All Europe needs 
that. 
All the world needs that. A man's 
religion is something between himself 
and his God, and it must not, directly 
or indirectly, be interfered with. 


Furthermore, during that exposition, 
Christian 
civilization 
will 
confront 
barbarism. 
We shall as a nation have a 
greater opportunity to make an evan- 
gelizing impression upon foreign na- 
tionalities, than would otherwise be af- 
forded us in a quarter of a century. Let 
the churches of the city where the ex- 
position is held be open every day, and 
prayers be offered and sermons preached 
and' doxologies sung. 
In the less than 
three years between . this and 
that 
world's convocation, let us get a baptism 
of the Holy Ghost, so that the six 
months of that world's fair shall be fifty 
Pentecosts in one, and instead of three 
thousand converted, as in the former 
Pentecost, hundreds of thousands will 
be converted- 
You must remember that 
the Pentecost mentioned in the Bible 
occurred when there was no printing 
press, no books, no Christian pamph- 
lets, ne religious newspapers, and yet 
the influence was tremendous. 
How 
mano nationalities were touched? 
The 
account saj's: "Parthians and Medes 
and Elamites," that is, people from the 
eastern countries;rPhrygia_and|Pamphy- 
lia," 
that is, the western countries; 
"Cyene and strangers of Kome, Cretes 
and Arabians," that is, the southern 
countries; but they were all moved by 
the mighty spectacle. 
Instead of the 
sixteen or eighteen tribes of people re- 
ported at that Pentecost, all the chief 
nations of Europe and Asia, North and 
South America, will be represented at 
our world's fair in 1892, and a Pentecost 
here and then would mean the salvation 
of the round world. 


But, you say, we may have at that fair 
the people of all lands and all the <na- 
chinery for gospelization, the religious 
printing presses and the clTurches, but 
all that would not make a Pentecost; we 
must have God, Well, you can have 
him. Has he not been graciously wait- 
ing? and nothing stands in the way but 
our own unbelief and indolence and sin. 
May God break down the barriers! 
The 
grandest opportunity for the evangeli- 
zation of all nations since Jesus Christ 
died on the cross will be the World's ex- 
position of 1892. God may take us' out 
of the harvest field before that, but let 
it be known thïoughout Christendom 
that this year between May and Novem- 
ber, will be the mountain of Christian 
advantage, the Alpine and Himalayan 
height of opportunity overtopping all 
others for salvation. 
Instead of the 
slow process of having to send the gos- 
pel to other lands by our own American 
missionaries, who have difficult toil in 
acquiring the foreign language and then 
must content with foreign prejudices, 
what a grand thing to have able and in- 
flential foreigners converted during their 
visit in America and then have them re- 
turn to their native lands with the 
glorious tidings! Oh, for an overwhelm- 
ing work of grace for the year 1892, that 
work beginning in the autumn of 1889! 


Another opportunity, if 
our public 
men see it, and it is the duty of 
pulpit 
and printing press to help them to see 
it, will be the calling at that time and 
place of a great peace congress for all 
nations. 
The convention of represen- 
tatives from the governments of North 
and South America, now at Washington, 
is only a type of what we may have on a 
vast and a world wide scale at the inter- 
national exposition of 1892. By one 
stroke the gorgon of war" might be slain 
and buried so deep that neither trumpet 
of human dispute or 
of 
archangel's 
blowing could resurrect it. When the 
last Napoleon called such a congress of 
nations many did not respond, and those 
that did respond gathered wondering 
what trap that wily destroyer of the 
French Eepublic and the builder of a 
French monarchy might spring on them. 
But what if the most popular govern- 
ment on 
earth—I 
mean the United 
States government—should practically 
say to all nations: 
On the American 
continent, in 1892, we will hold a world's 
fair, and all nations will send to it spec- 
imens of their products, their manufac- 
tures and their arts, and we invite all the 
governments of Europe, Asia and Africa 
to send representatives to a peace con- 
vention that shall be held at the same 
timé and place, and that shall establish 
an international arbitration commission 
to whom, shall .be referred all contro- 
versies between nation and nation, their 
decision to be final, aud so all nations 
would be relieved from thè expense of 
Standing armies and naval equipment, 
war having, been made an everlasting 
impossibility. , 


All the nations of the earth worth 
consideration would come to it, mighty 
men of England and 
Germany and 
France and Bussia and all the other 
great nationalities. Bismarck who wor- 
ships the Lord of Hosts, and Gladstone 
who worships the God of Peace, and 
Boulanger who worships himself. 
Thé 
fatet is that the nations are sick of 
drinking out of chalices made out of 
human skulls and filled with blood. 
The United States government is the 
only government in the whole world 
that could successfully call sucb a con- 
gress. 
Suppose France should call it, 
Germany would not come; or Germany 
should call ii> France would not come; 
or Russia should call it. Turkey would 
not come; or England should call it, 
nations long jealous of her overshadow- 
ing power in Europe would not come. 
America in favor with all nationalities, 
standing out independent and alone, is 
the spot and 1892 will be the time. May 
it please the President of the United 
Statei* may it please the Secretary of 
State, may it please the Cabinet, may it 


enough of its own, and we need no new 
instaflments of that kind. 
A world's 
fair will bring all kinds of people, good 
and bad. The good we must prepare to' 
welcome, the bad we must prepare to 
shun. 
The attempt will again be made 
In 1892, as in 1876, to break up our 
American Sabbaths. 
That attempt was 
made at the Philadelphia 
Centennial, 
but was defeated. The American Sab- 
bath is the best kept Sabbath on earth. 
We do not want it troken down, and 
substitute in the place thereof the Brus- 
sels Sabbath, the 'Vienna Sabbath, the 
bt. Petersburg Sabbath or any of the 
foreign Sabbaths, which are no Sab- 
baths at all. I think the Lord is more 
than generous in asking only 
fifty-two 
days out of the 365 for his service. 
You 
let the Sabbath go and with it will go 
your Bible, and after that your liberties, 
and your children or your grand-child- 
ren will be here in America under a 
despotism as bad as in those lands 
where they turn the Lord's Day into 
wassail an^ frolic. 


Among those who come there will be, 
as at other expositions, lordly 
people 
who will bring their vices with them. 
Among the dukes and duchesses and 
princes and princesses of other lands 
are some of the best men of all the 
earth. Bemember Earl of Kintore, Lord 
Cairns 
and 
Lord 
Shaltesbury. 
But 
there is a snobbery and flunkeyism in 
American ' society that 
runs after a 
grandee, a duke, a lord, or a prince, 
though he may be a walking lazaretto 
and his breath a plague. 
It makes the 
fortune of some of our queens of so- 
ciety to dance on cotillion with one of 
these princely lepers. 
Some people 
cannot get their hats off quick enough' 
when they see such a foreign lord ap- 
proaching, and they do not care for tiie 
mire into which they drop their knees as 
they bow to worship. 
Let no splendor 
of pedigree or any pomp and paraplier- 
nalia of circumstance make him attract- 
ive. 
There is only one set of Ten Com- 
mandments that I ever heard of, and no 
class of men or women in all the world 
are excused from obedience to those 
laws written by finger of lightning on 
the granite surface of Mount 
Sinai. 
Surely we have enough American vices 
without making any drafts upon Euro- 
pean vice for 1892. 


By this sermon I would have the na- 
tion made aware of its opportunity and 
get ready to improve it, and of som® 
perils and get ready to combat them. 
I 
rejoice to believe that the advantages 
will overtop everything in that world's 
fair. What an introduction to each 
other of communities, of States, of re- 
publics, of empires, of zones, of hemis- 
pheres! What doors of information will 
be swung wide open for the boys and 
girls now on the threshold! What na- 
tional and 
international 
education! 
What crowning of Industry with sheaves 
of grain, and whiit imperial robing of 
her with embroidered fabrics! What 
scientific apparatus! What telescopes 
for the infinitude above andmicroscoijes 
for the infinitude beneath, and instru- 
ments to put nature to the torture until 
she tells her last secret! What a display 
of the munificence of the God who' has 
grown enough wheat to make a loaf of 
goodjbread large enough for the human 
race, and enough cotton to stocking 
every foot, and enough timberto shelter 
every head, making it mainifest that it 
is not God's fault, but either man's op- 
pression or indolence or dissipation if 
there be any without supply. 


Under the arches of the chief 
build- 
ing of that exposition let Capital 
and 
Labor, too long estranged, at last be 
married, each taking the hand of each 
in pledge of eternal fidelity, which rep- 
resentations of all patrons stand round 
rejoicing at the nuptials, and saying: 
"What God hath joined together let not 
man 
put asunder." 
Then shall the 
threnody of the needle woman no longer 
be heard: 


Work,-work, work I 
Till the brain begins to swim; 


Work, work, -»vork I 
Till the eyes are heavy and dim. 


Seam and gusset and band, 
Band and gusset and seam, 


Till over the buttons I fall asleep. 
And sew them on in a dream. 


O, Christian America! Make ready for 
the grandest exposition ever seen under 
the sun! Have Bibles enough bound. 
Have churches 
enough 
established. 
Have scientific halls enough endowed. 
Have printing presses enough set up. 
Have revivals of religion enough in fuil 
blast. 
I believe you will. "Hosanna to 
the Son of David! Blessed is he that 
Cometh in the name of the Lord!"

Time

Spelling, 


Dr, Gladstone has made elaborate in- 
vestigations in the schools of England 
and other countries to ascertain the 
time devoted to teaching spelling. 
He 
finds that 720 hours at least are lost to 
each scholar, that an Italian child of 9 
years will read and spell as correctly as 
English children at 13, though the Ital- 
ian began his lessons two years later. 
It is about the same' with the Germans 
and Swedes. 
This extra time is given 
to civics and useful sciences. 
The illit- 
eracy of English speaking nations is 
startling. 
There were 5.638,144= persons 
of 10 years and over who reported them- 
selves illiterate at our census of 1870, 
6,293,958 at the census of 1880. 
The 
nearly illiterate are probably as many 
more. England is worse off than we are. 
But the other Protestant countries of 
Europe have almost none. 
One of the 
causes of this excessive illiteracy among 
English speaking peoples is the bad- 
ness of English spelling. 
The reform 
of spelling is a patriotic and philan- 
thropic reform.—Prof. F. A. March,

The shoulders 
and breasts are covered with ornamental 
tattooing in 
red and blue. 
Elabo- 
rate ruffles of ivory or metallic rings are 
worn upon the wrists and ankles. 


Darning 
in French 
Convents. 


While speaking of mending, I will 
describe the darning taught by the 
nuns in French convents, who probably 
do the most beautiful and elaborate 
needlework in the world. 
Silk, cash- 
mere, flannel, in fact all materials ex- 
cept cotton fabrics are taken and the 
rent cut around to form even edges, 
thea it is matched with a piece of the 
goods, which is basted on the wrong 
side of the tear. 
Eavellings of the fab- 
ric are jDuiled from a straight piece of 
the fabric, and a long, fine darning 
needle threaded with one, discarding it 
a-s soon as it begins to wear fine or 
rough. 


The darning is done over the raw 
edge of the tear, taking the edge as the 
center, and putting in two or three 
stitches on each side of it, extending 
thus on the new piece, but not across it. 
Do the work on the I'ight side, and take 
up small stitches both over and under 
the needle. 
When the raw edge has 
been entirely covered rip the basting 
threads, lay a slightly damp cloth on 
the right side of the darn and iron it 
with a moderately warm iron.—Emma 
M. Hooper, in Ladies^ Home Journa l. 


The Ladies 
and Perf 
umes, 


Years ago it was the proper thing for 
a girl to rinse her lace handkerchief in 
the scent bottle. 
Such a proceeding is 
now regarded as having in it a touch of 
cheaply-common, for if theró is one ar- 
ticle of 
a fashionable equipment that 
is not perfumed, it is the handkerchief. 
Hosiery and gloves slumber in beds of 
sweet 
grass and rose leaves; laces, 
wraps, and underwear, have their sep- 
arate satchet pillows; dresses are hung 
among the bags of sweet clover, which 
perfume every closet; 
even bonnet- 
boxes emit fragrant odors when un- 
covered, and in the linings of many 
overcoats the wadding is dusted with 
orris, but not a trace of sceat hangs 
about the sheer little squares of lace 
edged mull. 


The deficiency, however, is more 
than counterbalanced by faint, sweet 
odors which linger about the folds and 
hem of dress skirts. 
Even card cases

for gloves or shoes. For instance, there 
is the corsage satchet, made of fine 
satin to match "the dress, and filled with 
a perfume too delicious for description. 
The sacks, which are an inch square, 
retail at $9 a dozen, and it takes about 
twenty to go around the edge of a Jose- 
phine dress.—Detroit Free

fifty years ago when Edward Living- 
ston was given the mission to the 
Court of France, John Kandolph wrote 
to him: 


"In Mrs. Livingston you have a most 
able coadjutor. 
Dowdies won't do for 
European 
courts, 
Paris 
especially. 
There and at London the character of 
a minister's wife is almost as important 
as his own." 


The event proved him right, for Mrs. 
Livingston wielded an immense influ- 
ence, scarcely less than that of her hus- 
band, in supporting the rights and 
honor of 
the 
American nation. 
A 
woman full of grace and the charm 
peculiar to one versed in social arts, she 
awoke eveiywhere the admiration of 
those with whom sfie associated, and 
proved to them that America could 
boast, among her untitled citizens, a 
nobility equal to that of courts. 


Although she had the gentlest of 
natures, Mrs. Livingston could be a 
stickler for etiquette, when any point 
of precedence threatened the national 
honor. 


At one time there was a dispute con- 
cerning some social privileges claimed 
by the wives of the Secretaries of Leg- 
'ation, and the Comte de St. Maurice, 
whose province it was to settle points of 
etiquette, expressed surprise that the 
representative of a republic should at- 
tach importance to such matters. 


"Ah," said Mrs. Livingston, "we must 
attach to them the same 
importance 
which you yourselves give them:" 


She gained her pomt, for the cham- 
berlain knew well that she understood 
her rights, great and small, ¡and was 
capable of enforcing them. 


At another time, the Duchesse de 
Broglie, whose husband was minister 
for foreign affairs, proposed giving a 
dinner party for diplomatic parsonages. 
None but ambassadors or ministers and 
their wives A^re to be present, but it 
finally came out that one young lady, 
the niece of a certain dignitary, was 
also to appear at the table. 
This in- 
volved honoring one country more than 
the others, and Mrs. Living-iton at once 
interfered, saying that like courtesy 
must be extended to the United States, 
or the young lady must be denied the 
privilege. 


The duchess knew that she spoke 
with the authority of one who under- 
stood her rights, and yielded the point. 


When the conversation touched in 
any manner, upon subjects involving 
the credit or honor of her country, this 
feminine diplomast was ready and keen 
in retort. 


The Prussian ambassador, one day 
at Paris, spoke of Washington as a 
mere village, and turning to Mrs. Liv- 
ingston asked what its population was. 
^he replied at once, smiling, and with 
a grace peculiar to herself; 


"About the same as that of Potts- 
dam."

By tho time thoy havo boun pus Imd 
through to tho further und they aro sut- 
tlcienlly scalded, and aro removed and 
placed upon an ondttwB chain, which car- 
ries them lorwurd through an ingenious 
nmcliEno ovnsisthiK of a. number of ru- 
votvfiig.niulul wheels. Thesj aro sot at dif- 
feront undoa. abovu, below, ami at thu 
sides, and by rubbing thin plates or tHuel 
lyuinstthu caroiusses remove tho greater 
purtion of tho bristles. 


Emerging Irum tills machine, tlio box 
posses through tho hands of four men. who 
in a dexterous manner remove tho remtdn- 
mg bristle*. Tho houd is then almost sev- 
orud and tliu carcass ho Is tod upon a gitm- 
broi and moved alon^ by overhead pulleys. 
The act ot disembowolin!; occnplus but a 
few sceondi; tho head Is removed, tho cur- 
cuss thoroughly washed und sent forward 
to Ihu coolinu-room. whoro jt is allowed to 
remain fur twenty-four hours before It Is 
cut up. 


The men who do this uso enormous do av- 
ers and exhibit a BtruriKth und dexterity 
which la marvelous. Tliroo blows suflk-e to 
sever thu ham, tho shoulder and to cut the 
eldointwo. Tho hams und shoulders urn 
then trimmed, while tho sides po to an- 
other tublu.whure tho ribs and loan portions 
aru removed and the remainder cut up for 
ealt pork or bacon. 
Forty-live hundred hops aro thus slaugh- 


tered in a day. which number can bu dou- 
blud when desired by using a duplicate aut 
of muchinory and :ipplianaun. 
Prom 1.700 to 2.0UU Btieop aro daily fcjllod 
at Armour's. The tnroats of thu animals 
are cut and they are allowed to bleed to 
death. X)no man removes a skin a n as- 
sisted and in n very short space of time. •

duced by means of machinery mado Tor that 
purpose umHiperntcd by poworlul engines.

On the steamer Eureka, "which ar- 


rived from tho southern coast tho 
other morning:, were two passengers 
from Monterey, named Georgu Bukt;r 
and -John Bench. Both nro divers, nml 
the story of their latest exploit in Mon- 
t*rey is, if true, strange indeed. Tht* 
men left here about four wcoks ago iu 
the schooner Rose Sparks to work on 
the wreek of the Veuttira, which went 
ashore Homo months ago near Point 
Bnr, a distance of about twenty-six 
miles In-low Monterey. Thoy put'into 
Monterey to get a supply of powder, 
nnd while anchored in Hie bay the dib- 
covory was accidentally made that thoy 
were just over tho wreck of sonic ves- 
sel, liaker and Itoauh donned their 
diving Knits, and were at first little 
gratified at their discovery, there being 
little left of tlie vessel to uxplure. 


They kept digging away at the re* 


mnitiK, however, nml wnm had the eat- 
isfuctfem of seeing wncidertible copper 
ami iron piled up on the deck of tlie 
Koao Sparks. 
>Vhen tlte news of find- 


ing the wreck spread to tliw towtf uf 
Mimturey bouts* of nearly every do- 
Hcriptiou put off to the schooner, and 
tho men were surrounded by French- 
men of all ages and MM*, who had 
lived in Monterey for years, and many 
of whom remembered the vessel well. 
Hlio wan m brigantine, thoy mid, and 
went into jwrt on firo in 1834. All 
hands abandoned her, the Frenchmen 
Haiti, and were fortunate enough to es- 
cajM). What made tho wreck nrccfoiu 
In tlio eyes of tlie natives of France, 
they said, won the fact that, although 
when lost she wan sailing under the 
Mexican flag, nlio wan in reality tho 
vcHnel which Iwro Najwloon from his 
exile on the I»lo of Elba to Franco. 


The votuwl on which tlio Emperor 


and hid friends sailed from Elba wai a 
brig, and wfct called tho Inconstant. 
Ho this as it may, nothing ran shako 
tho faith of tlio old residents nf Mon- 
terey from the belief that tliu Natalia 
is the original vessel. Thaw who wore 
rich enough to purchase small bits of 
copper, and iron from linker did 90, and 
others begged HO lianl that thoy were 
given annul npccinieitH which they cur- 
ried awuy in delight, and will no doubt 
treasure an relies of the once-loved and 
«rcat Etuporor. They account for tho 
lihange of name by the fact that the 
vcrsol wan Hold to tho Mexican Govern; 
merit. The JtoHo S|>ftrka will be duo 
here in about two werokn with a cargo 
of copper and iron taken from thn

JTM 
nearly illiterate are probably «T~inatiy 
more. England is worse off than<.weare.

Europe have almost none. One of the 
causes of this excessive illiteracy among 
English shaking peoples is the bad-
